RATIFICATION BY FATHER OF

A dealer sold an automobile to a 
minor on conditional sales contract, 
taking notes and a used automobile, 
which did not belong to the minor 
but to his father. On default in 
payment of the notes, the dealer 
brought replevin to recover posses- 
sion of the car from the father, to 
whom the son had turned it over. 
The Mississippi Supreme Court, 
(Southern Automobile Company vs. 
Holifield, 111 So. 96) reversed a 
judgment for the defendant, hold- 
ing that infancy as a defense is a 
privilege available only to the infant
